EDUCATION AND LABOR. 



Cites ' Inconsistencies *f 
Johnson on the Subject. 

Sir John Lubbock, in his address 
at the new Wandsworth library, re 
ferred to the former prejudice against 
education for the people, and cited Dr. 
Johnson as having held the opinion 
that if everyone learned to read, no 
one would be willingtodo the manual 
work of the world. The great doctor 
was not always consistent with him- 
self, for, as Boswel! observes, "he 
loved todispiiy hi- ingenuity in argu- 
ment, and, therefore, would «ome- 
timc- in conversation maintain opin- 
ions which he was sensible were 
wrong, but in supporting which, hi 1 - 
rca-oningand wit would br most con- 
spicuous-.'" It is only just to remem- 
ber, however, that on one occasion Dr. 
John son suppressed a gentleman who 
had -spoken a?ainst ihe general dif- 
fusion of knowledge among the peo- 
ple, by replying: "Sir. while know l- 
edge is a distinction, those who are 
posse-sed of it naturally rise above 
l ho- who are not.

All the crew of the Bear on this re- 
lief expedition, which was- expected 
to involve 08 usual hardship and dan- 
ger, were volunteers; and now an- 
other vohmteerwas fortunately found 
to lake charge of the reindeer. This 
waa Mr. Lapp, a missionary. He and 
his herders drove the deer the 7001 The huge volu 
miles, over snow and ice and through ' R t6ckb of th 
a country almost unknown, and the 
herd sens substantially intact when it 
reached Point Barrow. 

The shipwrecked sailors had not 
vet begun to sufier from lack of food, 
but confinement and inaction had 
told upon them and there were two 
cases of scurvy.

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IN ENGLISH FACTORIES. 

Working Hours for Women and Children 
Regulated by Law. 

The most important step that ha* 
been taken in recent years regarding 
factory legislation is in the general 
prohibition of overtime for young 
person 5 . The hours in all factories 
and workshops except laundries must 
he fixed within the outside limits of 
a round of the clock, e. g., fi n. uk to 0 
p. m., 7 a. in. to 7 p. m., 8 a. m. to 8 
p. m. In certain industries, but not 
in any textile industries, overtime is 
allowed to women for an extra lnur 
and a half on nor more than 30 nights 
in a year, but this must be notified, 
before it begins, to both workers and 
the inspector for the district. Meal- 
times must be fixed, and cannot be 
changed without notice to the in- 
spector. In textile factories there 
must be two hours' rest for meals, and 
in other factories and in workshop* 
one and a half hours' rest in the 
twelve. Work may not be taken home 
from the factory at the end of the day 
by any child, nor by any woman or 
young person who has'worked before 
as well as after the dinner hour. This 
last has been a difficult rule tobrir \ 
into force at first, but a good ma!', 
firm; who break it have been prose- 
cuted and are now conforming. — A.
